2. The licensing authorities have been instructed to entertain applications for these 
items in advance of the commencement of the ensuing licensing period and to issue import licences 
on a priority basis. 

3. The licensing authorities will grant import licences for these items on the basis of 
Import licences for January — June 1954. Importers are, therefore, advised to forward with their 
applications the exchange control copy of the import licences for the period January — June 1954. 
It is not necessary for them to submit any other evidence. Importers should also submit along 
with their applications, the quota certificates held by them for these items or in the absence of 
quota certificates, full evidence for the establishment of quotas as required by the rules in this 
behalf.
